Although the heirs of the late F. W. Harding have made it plain that 
Anoka Farms will be continued and that a strong Shorthorn herd will be 
maintained, the settlement of the estate makes necessary the immediate 
sale of a large portion of the herd. Accordingly, on February 26th pros- 
pective buyers are to have an opportunity to make selections from 39 lots. 
Despite the fact that these were the cattle considered by Mr. Harding, one 
of the breed’s greatest judges, to be permanent members of the Anoka 
breeding herd, the animals in this sale were selected because of their 
immediate appeal to buyers and without regard to the long-time plan of 
herd operation. Although the two famous herd bulls, Scotsdale Bombardier 
and Imp. Duncrahill Recommendation, are to be retained along with a 
royally bred group of older females, it may be said without fear of con- 
tradiction that the animals selling represent the strong end of the herd. 

The constructive services of the late Frank W. Harding in behalf of the 
improvement of American livestock were continuous for over half a century. 
Since it is a matter of record that nearly every major Shorthorn breeding 
establishment can trace some of its progress to seed produced at Anoka 
or imported by its owners, it should be obvious that this sale will provide 
rare buying opportunities.
